Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  Chest  Clinic  for  this  area  is  held  at  the  North  Devon 
Infirmary,  Barnstaple,, 

Tuberculosis,  Treatment  for  tuberculosis  is  carried  out  at  the 
Hawley  Sanatorium  in  the  Borough  of  Barnstaple  and  Hawkmoor  Sanitorium 
near  Bovey  Trar-ey. 

Venereal  Disease.  There  were  no  reports  of  Venereal  Disease,  The 
nearest  centre  for  treatment  is  at  Barnstaple  North  Devon  Infirmary 
and  any  cases  that  occur  in  this  Urban  District  go  direct  to  Barnstaple* 

Ambulance  Service. 

The  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  is 
maintained  by  the  Devon  County  Council  and  the  Health  Committee  have 
arranged  for  this  to  be  provided  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association, 
The  Staff  consists  of  one  full  time  and  eight  volunteer  members.  The 
vehicle  is  garaged  at  Cross  Street,  Lynton.  The  Hospital  Car  Service 
is  available  on  application  by  the  Doctor  to  the  Hospital, 

Isolation  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  nearest  Isolation  Hospital  for  infectious  diseases  is  at  The 
Kingsley  Hospital  Bideford, 

Maternity. 

There  are  two  beds  for  maternity  cases  at  the  Lynton  and  District 
Cottage  Hospital  with  a  fully  qualified  staff . available.  At  the  North 
Devon  Infirmary  there  is  an  additional  ward  available  for  cases  of 
difficulty. 

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Care. 

Ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  are  conducted  at  The  Lynton  Cottage 
hospital  by  each  General  Practitioner  in  co-operation  with  the  local 
Midwife  and  Hospital  Staff.

Child  Welfare. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Centre  is  held  at  the  Jubilee  Hall,  Burvill  Street, 
and  is  open  on  the  first  and  third  Wednesday  in  the  month. 


Home  Helps  Scheme. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  carried  out  by  one  District  Nurse  in 
conjunction  with  nursing  and  midwifery  duties.  In  addition, assistance 
in  the  home  is  given  by  one  Home  Help. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  is  carried  out  by  the  General  Practitioners 
of  the  area? also  at  Welfare  Centres  and  School  Clinics. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

Facilities  are  available  for  Bacteriological  examinations  of  all  kinds 
at  The. Public  Health  Laboratory,  7,  Dix*  s  Field,  Exeter. 
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Water  Supply* 


During  1956  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  started  work  on  the 
water  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a  n ew  intake,  raw  water  reservoir 
and  treatment  works  at  Dean  Steep  on  the  West  Ilkerton  River  to 
provide  an  entirely  new  supply  for  Lynton  and  Lynmouth  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  £62,000  and  it  is  anticipated  that  these  works 
wiH  "be  completed  and  the  new  plant  in  operation  at  the  ooginning  o 

1958. 

All  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  main  supply  during  the  year 
were  equivalent  to  a  Glass  One  piped,  supply. 


Sewage  Disposal. 

The  relaying  of  the  sewer  on  Lynmouth  Hill  has  now  "been  completed 
and  the  whole  of  the  system  has  worked  very  satisfactorily  and  not 
given  rise  to  complaints  of  ilooding. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  "both  from  household  and 
trade  premises  has  continued.  weekly  collections  have  been  made 
during  Winter  months  and  bi-weekly  collections  during  the  holiday 
period  have  been  maintained.  Rodent  control  at  the  tip  has  ^7 

been  regularly  carried  out  by  the  Council's  Rodent  Operator.  Larger 

hotels  and  restaurants  have  received  additional  collections 
necessary#  Rodent  Controls 

Similar  arrangements  to  last  year's  for  rodent  control  work 
have  been  continued  in  the  district  and  the  number  of  complaints  has 
been  reduced  slightly.
